Incidentally, like most of the en- 
terprises that iocate on Oakland’s 
waterfront, it will construct its own 
wharves and announces that it will 
spend $100,000 on them. 

The Richmond Industrial Commis- 
sion has been striving over a period 
to two years to land Libby, McNeil 
& Libby in this city, bUX has heen 
helpless in fact of the fact that 
that there was no waterfront site 
suitable. The corporation did not 
like the steep frontage on the nat- 
ural ceep water frontage. There 
Was some talk that a lack of water 
was the cause, but even during the 
last three months when offers of 
plenty of water were made the
